THE KHEDIVE AT. HOME. 

Jehan d'Ivray, writing in “La Revue” gives. 
us a brief character sketch of the Khedive 
Abbas-Hilmi. 

The writer is astonished at the way in which 
the reader and the publio will accept the most 
extraordinary fables, provided they are present- 
ed with a little grace and humour. This at 
the famous Tussaud Museum in London he ~ 
was surprised to find a model of the Khedive 
whom an artist, indifferent to the most 
elementary troth, had represented with a com- 
plexion... resembling gingerbread and light 
chocolate ; and ina journal he read that the 
Khedive usually wore Oriental dress, and that 
his harem consisted of five white ladies ! In 
réality, the young sovetwign of Egypt, being of 
GreeeoCircassian race, does not resemble the 
Moorish prince one would imagine. He is of 
medium statute and has a fresh complexion, 
chestnut-brown hair, a & fair moustache, and the . 
most beautiful eyes in the world. He gives the 
impression of a man of strength. Usually he 
wegrs. the uniform of an Egyptian colonel. In 
Europe he affects the Panama hat. 

Asis the custom in Egypt, Abbas-Hilmi 
holds his odurt in two palaces which he erected. 
himself, It is rare to find Orientals living in 


. | the dwellings oecupied by their fathers, and 


the family roof has no power ovetthem. From 
the highest to the lowest, each one endeavours 


.| to make his one nest. Ismail erected palaces 


in all parts of Egypt, and as they were put up. 
to gratify his caprice they had to be built with 
all the rapidity possible. The majority of them 
are now pulled down, and Heaven only knows 
what large, sums were swallowed up in the 
splendonr’ ot these ephemeral constructions. 
Abbas-Hilmi’s two palaces are described as 
marvels of taste and. modern comfort. Koubeh, 
outside Cairo, is his winter home, and at 
Montaza, between Alexandria and Aboukir, . 
he lives during the summer months. . Bot 
the Khedive spénds three months 
the year in Europe, dividing the time’ 
between Constantinople, Divonne, London, 
and Paris. During this time the Khedivah 
and her children remain at Constanti- 
nople, where the Sultan has presented them 
with a magnificent residence. Following the 
example of his father, Abbas Hilmi has .only 
one wife, 

The Khedive, who studied in Switzerland 
and at Vienna, speaks fluently French, English, 
Turkish, Arabic, and German. German is the 
language he prefers, yet when he has a letter 
ora speech to prepare he first writes it out in 
French. He is fond of music, but is nots 
musician, as has often been stated. His ear is 
extraordinarily correct, and wrong notes almost 
make him, ill. A singer who does not sing 
correctly will cause him to leave the theatre. 
Daring the deason he is a regular visitor at the 
opera. He is ofa serious character ; he reads 
much, and is up in political events. He never 
reads novels, bat he is much interested in 
history, politics, and philosophy. . Natural 
science and agriculture are his favourite sub- 
jects. Light literature has no chance of being 
read by him. He reads the native prese, and 
follows passionately the polemics of the po- 
litical fparties in Egypt. All the efforts made 
to. receive the Arabic language findin him a 
warm supporter, 

He is fond of horses) and he some 
beantiful aniinals.. ry friend of dissin, he 
will not tolerate the least deviation from es- 
tablished rules _He is an early riser, and is 
profoundly indifferetit to the pleasures of the 
table. He drinks nothing but water, and no 
wine ever appears on his table except on gala 
when some foreign Christian prince is 
being entertained. Helikes sport, but the mite 
for which he has a veritable passion is the 
land and agricultural questions. No other 
sovereign is 80 well versed in agrariati pro- 
blems as the Khedive, and in this and other 
respects he is the living antithesis of his 
grandfather Ismail :

Djeddah without calling at 
The Quarantine Board of Agypt, has issued 
the following circular :— 
By. decision of the Superior Council of 
Health in date of the 18th November 1907 
the entry of Russian’ pilgrims to Constantino- 
ple is forbidden. In consequence the move- 
ment of these pilgrims towards tha Hedjaz is 
governed by the following decisions |:— 

1. The pilgrims in question shall pass at 
the Sinope lazaret five days’ quarantine with 
the customary -disinfection, after which they 
will be allowed free pratique. 

2. Boats, specially chartered for the 
transport of the pilgrims, will go from Con- 
stantinople to Sinope to embark the pilgrims 
and take them direct to Djeddah. These 
boats will transit the straits of the Bosphorona 
and the Dardanelles “en contumace,” but they 
will be allowed, daring the run from Sinope 
to Djeddah and in all Ottoman ports 
where there is a sanitary doctor, to embark 
other pilgrims under strict sanitary observa- 
tion. As for the Hadjis from, Constantinople, 
they will be embatked at Cavak. 

[t is understood that the boats| carrying 
pilgrims from Russian to Sinope and which 
wish to take pilgrims to Djeddab are free.to 
do so under the same conditions as the above- 
mentioned boats and with the right to embark 
other Hadji§ en route. 

8. The above conditions‘are applicable to 
all pilgrims at present~at_the Sinope lazaret.

| THE FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


\To tHe Eprrok or THe “Boyptian Gazette”. 

Sir—Egypt has been straggling through the 
throes of a financial crisis for some months past, 
and even yet there is a great diversity of opin- 
ion as to the torn which affairs will take 
duriig~ the coming winter, confidence lsat 
expressed in some quarters that the worst is 
over and that things will’ now settle down to 
their normal state, while in other circles it is 
feared that the.next few monthe will witness 
the fall of many of the smaller firms and: of 
numerous individual speoulators throughout 
the country. In as far as the larger firms 
are concerned it would really seem that there 
is no cause to anticipate further crashes, for 
those houses which have been able to obtain 
and keep credit during tbe past few months, 
will I imagine find no difficulty in carry- 
ing on now that the fever of specolation has 
received its check, and the public are, so to 
speak,’ better ableto discriminate between the 
wheat and the tares. 

It is thosesmaller houses which have passed 
the summer in a state of stagnation, unable to 
obtain credit sufficient for the working of their 
concerns, and whose present solvency is simply 
due to the fact that their creditors have not 
pressed for immediate payment knowing that 
had they done sothey would probably. have 
got only a very small pertcentage of their 
money, while, by waiting, there was at least 
the hope that things would so mach improve 
as to enable the defaulting firms to make 
nore satisfactory arrangements with their cre- 
ditors. 

However, the tension is at the pressht 
moment almost as acute as it was in the early 
days of the crisis, and it is becoming every day 
more essential that money should be put in 
circulation again if any prosperity is to exist 
at all, therefore it is probable that the demand 
must be made in the near future and I cannot 
see how itis to result in anything but disaster 


for many of the weaker firms and private |% 


speculators. 

A ramour, whith is doubtless with out 
‘foundation, was bronght to my notice qnite 
récently, which stated that the Government 
were to be asked to place a sum of money, the 
amount suggested was I believe a million anda 
half to the purpose of relieving the tension of 
the money market, it being argued that the 
longer the country remains in/ts present state, 
the deeper would it sink inethbarrassment, and 
the more money would yltimately be required 
to save it. 

‘This is a clever suggestion and I should 
imagine it emanated from the brain of a man 
who is accustomed to success in the financial 
world, but it is hardly likely to obtain favour 

able notice by the Government. The only 
result which such a proceeding could bear 
would be the enabling of speculators to resume 
their operations, while it would have ‘no 
beneficial action on the country im general. 
It is true that the longer the country remaing 


under the cloud of depression, the greater the’ 


sum of money required to extricate it from the 
depths, but the nature of the causes which led 
np’to the smash make it imperative that in 
order to obtain renewéd prosperity, the money 
which is tied np in. property, must be forced 
into circulation at normal rates. It is. unfor- 
tunate that*the process will in all probability 
leave a trail of bankruptcy in its wake but the 
laws of the world insist that the few should 
suffer for the many and this would appear to 
be no exception to the general rule, 

Those people who, at the time when prices 
suddenly failed, were left with properties which 
they had secured at fabulous prices on their 
hands were unfortunate, but the crisis had 
been foreshadowed fcr a considerable time 
before it actually came, though the fever of 
gambling blinded the eyes of even those who 
might have withdrawn in time, 


And now it appears to be inevitable that in’ 


order to release the money which is lying tied 
up in those properties, the owners will be oblig- 
ed to sell, and if this is the case it follows that 
in the state of the Egyptian money market of 
to-day, such sales will of necessity be made at 
enormous loss, and it 18 a matter of grave donbt 
as to whether the. resources of the various 
companies and individuals will support the 
strain. 

If pressure is brought to.bear on one of 
these property holders, it is more than likely 
that the same thing would occur all along the 
line, and though the result would probably 
spell disaster to. numerons of the, less wealthy 
of these people, it would have the offect of 
clearing the financial aeameD and would be 
of benefit to the country.
